None of prior art teaches a method and apparatus of an audio connection block for 
speakers having a first voice coil and a second voice coil, wherein each voice coil has a first lead 
and a second lead, and both voice coils are driven by a single audio signal and each audio signal 
presents an audio signal between audio signal terminals, wherein the audio connection block 
comprises a housing to retain first, second, third and fourth electrical conductors in fixed 
positions with respect to each other, and each voice coil terminal is disposed to receive only one 
lead of one of the voice coils with the voice coil terminals that are attached to the first, second, 
third and fourth electrical conductors, and wherein an audio signal input terminal is attached to 
each of the first, second, third and fourth electrical conductors, as specifically claimed in claim 1, 
1 1 and 21 (also see the Summary of the invention and page 5 lines 22-26 through page 6, lines 1- 
2 and page 8, lines 1-22).
